After such prominent film folk 
as Actor Adolphe Menjou, Novelist 
Rupert Hughes and Producer Jack 
Warner put the Communist tag 
on various filmland persons and or­ 
ganizations, the subcommittee’s in­ 
quiry hit a dramatic peak with the 
entry of 
Viktor A. Kravchenko, 
former Soviet official who renounc­ 
ed Communism in 1944. 
Hours earlier, a threat on Mr. 
Kravchenko's life was reported to 
police by his Beverly Hills host, 
Lee R. Brooks, businessman who 
may produce an anti-Communist 
film based on Mr. Kravchenko's 
experiences. 
Will Testify In Washington 
Mr. Kravchenko's statements to 
the committee were not disclosed, 
but Chairman J. Parnell Thomas 
(R) of New Jersey said that the 
Russian, who left the Soviet pur­ 
chasing commission in Washing­ 
ton to write the book, I Choge Free­ 
dom, is under subpena to appear 
June 26 in Washington.

S. attorney general to place 
Mr. Kravchenko under 24-hour sur­ 
veillance, “to give him the pro­ 
tection of the federal government".

PROPOSED CUTS 


House Group Feels Fleers 


Efficiency Wouldn’t Be 


Hurt By Program 


By Tho A***ri*t*d Pre** 
WASHINGTON, May 16 — An l l 
per cent cat In the Navy's 1948 
budget, which may necessitate re­ 
ducing the planned strength of the 
Navy and Marine Corps by 40,000 
officers and men, was recommend­ 
ed by the House appropriations 
committee today. 
The committee chopped 
$377,- 
519.200 from the 33,613,000,300 In 
new appropriations requested by 
President Truman, lait it said it 
believes the lesser amount will 
be adequate “without sacrificing 
the efficiency of the fleet" or re­ 
ducing “essential naval activities”. 
it called upon the Navy to re­ 
duce its personnel, both military 
and civilian, and to close some of 
its shore establishments. 
The committee approved in full 
the $34,400,000 asked for research 
and the $170,000,000 in contract 
authority to buy new airplanes 
and equipment, plus $90,000,000 in 
cash for new planes. 
The 
total 
new 
appropriations, 
amounting to $3,135,481,100, com­ 
pared with $4,332,781,951 this year. 
Testimony Made Public 
Along with the bill, Which the 
House will debate next week, the 
committee made public an 1.800- 
page volume of printed testimony 
taken during consideration of the 
measure. 
The testimony contained: 
L—A claim by Fleet Adm. Chea­ 
ter W. Nimits that worid peace 
and security “depend on a balance 
of power in which American and 
British seapower ara arrayed on 
the same side”. 
2—A declaration by Secretary of 
Navy Forrestal that th# United 
States is seeking and planning for 
peace, but Intends to safeguard 
its security. 
3.—Statements by Mr. Forrestal 
and his top alda that while “push­ 
button" warfare may be far away, 
the Navy expects to be ready if, 
and when it comes and is working 
on guided missiles, pilotless inter­ 
ceptor planes, target-seeking tor­ 
pedoes and the latest in what the 
future may require. 
4.—Estimates thst a full year 
might be required to get the entire 
fleet of active and inactive shipt 
into battle in the event of war. 
•ays 'Rsduetion Necessary’ 
While the committee did not ex­ 
pressly order a reduction of 40,. 
OOO In Navy and Marine Corps 
strength, members interpreted the 
action as likely to have that re- 
suit. 
Chairman Taber told report­ 
ers "some reductions will be neces­ 
sary". 
The extent to which they will 
be made, he added, will depend 
on economies the Navy can effect 
in its own uniformed organisation. 
For Instance, he said: "They can 
cut down on the number of high- 
paid officers and keep more enlist­ 
ed men, while if they keep the of­ 
ficers, they will have to cut down 
on the enlisted personnel". 
The committee recommended a 
cut of 7 per cent from budget esti­ 
mates of $1,344,171,009 fdr pey and 
subsistenca of naval personnel and 
a slightly higher cut in the $209.- 
000,000 the Marine Corps requested 
for the same purpose, 
“While the reduction in the bill 
will necessitate a reduction In the 
total number of men available to 
the Navy," the committee said, “it 
Is the opinion of the committee 
that this cut can be made without 
harming the eftectivenese of the 
fleet.” 
On the basis of a planned aver­ 
age enlisted strength of 425,000 tor 
the Navy next year aid 90,000 for 
the Marine Corps, the cuts, if car­ 
ried into effect, would amount to 
6.300, re- 
naval and 625 
Marine Corps officers. 
An even stiffer reduction, 25 per 
cent, was recommended in the pay 
allowances for civilian naval em­ 
ployees. Complaining that it “is 
not at all pleased" by the “tre­ 
mendous Increase" in the number 
of civilian employees since IMO. 
the committee directed the N ^ y 
to start paring the civilian rolls 
at once. 
Mr. Truman had asked for $43,- 
660,100 to pay an estimated 15.000 
civilian employees. The commit­ 
tee cut that figure by $11,000,000, 
again without specifying what man­ 
power savings were to be made.

HE SENATE passes its version of the Isbcr 
bill by a 68-24 vote, and now the conferees 
prepare to reconcile the differences between it 
and the House bill.
